; wg. Leisner said he would have 
. given prior notice tothepeopleof 
the Thurmont area, “so they

; . According to Graham his Viet- 
nam Moratorium committee 
(.about 25 persons) had received 
a permit to peacefully demon- 
strate at the Catoctin Mt. Park. 

The permit was returned this 
morning, Graham said. 

The chief park ranger, Frank 
Mentzer, has confirmed that a 
permit was issued for a Nov. 15 
demonstration.
